AN EXPECTED COMET. 

A magnificent Comet is expected to 
make its appearance during tho present 
year. The American Almanac states 
that two will return to their pcrihelium, 
and also to their perigreo or points near- 
est to the earth. “Bui, as from some un- 
known cause,” says iho editor, “ the light 
'orriiesc Dome.'? seGma ra-Tje constantly Ji— 
minishing, it is doubtful whether ciihcr 
of tho two will bo visible to tho naked 
eye, or, indeed, without the assistance of 
a very powerful telescope.” But a late 
English paper, the Falmouth Packet, con- 
tains a notice of an interesting work by 
Lieut. R. Morrison, of the Royal Navy, 
which speaks of the Comet wliich will bo 
seen between the niuiitlis of May and 
August, as a most “m:ignificcnt phciiom- 
enoii.” Which of these mentioned in the 
Anici ican Almanac is here alluded to, is 
not known — perhaps it is neither. Lieut. 
Morrison stales, that it will be far more 
splendid llian that of 1812. It is even 
affinned, that it will nffurd a degico of 
light equal to that of tho full moon — that 
its tail will extend over forty degrees — 
and that when tho head of the comet 
reaches the meridian, its tail will reach 
the horizon. It is predicted that the 
electric and attractive powers will have 
very serious oITects upon our atmosphere, _ 
in producing inundations, earthquakes,^ 
storms, tempests, volcanic eruptions, and 
epidemic diseases. In s-.ipport of tho 
theory, he refers to the dilforcnt appear- 
ance of thisconiet for the last six hundred 
years — showing that in tho comet years 
these phenomena prevailed to a consid- 
erable extent. “Relying (says the auth- 
or) on tlie correctness of onr principle of 
comelary influence, wc venture to pre- 
dict that the summer of 1835 Xvill bo re- 
markable for intense heat, which may be 
expected to destroy tho harvests in some 
parts of the world. That year will be 
noted for earthquakes and volcanoes, and 
otlier similar phenomena. Tho end of 
li835, or early in 1830, may he expected 
to he remarkable for soino one or more 
extensive earthquakes. Tho winters of 
1636 or 7, will bring a frost such us has^ 
not been equalled for at least 20 years.’ 
The parts of the earth which we antici-' 
pate will suffer most, aro thoso situated 
to tho North of Asia, and some parts of 
the southern hemisphere, such as China. 
Thoso parts of the earth in the vicinity of 
volcanoes, are always subject to the elec- 
trical phcuoniena of earthquakes, be- 
cause the frequent internal changes 
which the combustion creates, must ne 
ccssarily (iroduco a derangement of elec-' 
tricity. And if, wliile the comot is near 
tho earth, overcharged with electricity, 
there be any internal cavity of the earth 
deficient in that fluid, it will rush into tlie 
eartli at that spot. 'J'his we take to have

When such 
a production is taken up, tlio reader wish- 
es to know, if ho wishes to know any 
thing, exactly how objects which arc fa- 
miliar to himself, Etriko strangers; and 
his attic story must be essentially defec- 
tive, if he is angry because his opinions 
and those of tho journalist do not coin- 
cide. Ill that case, he had better write 
his own book, and read it himself. These 
much harped on fiuilts, nro the best evi- 
dences of sincerity, and many of them 
arc to us amusing specimens of tho writ- 
er’s intrepidity. If it is said sho docs 
not spare other.?, it is clear enough that 
no advantago has been taken of position, 
for slie docs not spare hcrrelf. “Poor 
I rule me,” and those nearest to “poor lit- 
tle me,” are s[iokcn of willi as impartial- 
ly as circu'"3tunccs made it possibly, and 
ifclhcis arc reinaiked upon in tho same 
way, they have no just reason for com- 
plaint. It is evident that what appeared 
true to the journalist has been spoken 
without fear or favor. 

But passing by all that has been objec- 
ted to by thoso liberal critics, who would 
perform the Procrustean operation, and 
lop off or stretch the minds of every man, 
woman ai.d child to precisely their own 
measure, there is enough left to give the 
journal more than a transient reputation.

These qual- 
ities arc enough to outweigh the so called 
faults, were they trebled in amount; but 
in our judgment, they arc so mingled as 
to produce the effect a skilful artist would 
desire — an enlivening alternation of light 
and shade — here a little of what we dent 
like, and there rnncli that is exactly to 
ourtasto; and our candid impression is, 
that (he journal is more than a match for 
all tin? bugs that crawl between Maine 
and Louisiana.
